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Power in Well-Doing 

Read I Peter 2:11-20 
Third Sunday after Easter 

“By well-doing ye should put to 
silence the ignorance of foolish men.” 

The testimony of a Christian in 
words is a necessary thing. “Everyone 
who shall confess me before men, him 
will I also confess before my Father 
who is in heaven.” (Matt. 10:32). 
But the testimony of a Christian in 
deeds has a persuasive influence that 
recommends to the world that faith 
in Christ does make a difference. 

Christians live in this world as tra- 
vellers journeying through a country 
not their own. If as travellers we live 
only to satisfy the natural physical 
desires of our flesh, we neglect our 
souls. Our souls have the capacity to 
fellowship with God through Christ 
the Saviour. The eternal life which 
God gives is of much more lasting 
value than the physical life we now 
live. To keep this perspective in life 
is helpful in keeping the fleshly lusts 
from triumphing over the soul. 

Christians should live their lives to 
the glory of God. Some practical 
pointers are given for this purpose. 
“Be subject to every ordinance of 
man for the Lord’s sake.” We like to 
think of being independent and free 
from the law. But we keep rules and 
regulations that pertain to us for the 
Lord’s sake. All are expected to be 
law-abiding citizens, especially Chris¬ 
tians. 

The faithful friend, or co-work«r, 
may be a sore spot for the less faith¬ 
ful and slothful one, yet he leaves his 
impression for good, not only on the 
one who is favorably impressed, but 
on all witnesses. Goodness and right- 
eousness are thereby strengthened. 
D®ing-well pays off. 

We should be careful that our well- 
beipg not only seems so on the out- 
side, but really is so from the heart. 
Honoring our fellowmen, loving one 
another, fearing God, being obedient 
to superiors, even when they seem un- 
just, these are all a part of the im¬ 
pression we leave in a’single day. 

It is possible to take the conse- 
quences of wrong-doing in life and 
bear it patiently, whether believers 
in Christ or not. But to suffer punish- 
ment for doing well and bear it pa¬ 
tiently and uncomplainingly is the 
acid-test of the Christian. Because 
Christ patiently suffered for sin for 
our sakes, undeservedly, should not 
we be willing to do good for His sake, 
even when it personally costs us hu- 
miliation and self-sacrifice and suf- 
fering! 

The great testimony of a Christian 
is not so much his words as His life— 
doing good for others. Christ per- 
meates and makes life glow with love 
and helpfulness. 

“Let us not be weary in well-doing; 
for in due season we shall reap, if we 
faint not.” (Gal. 6:9). —G. E. M.

Loin-CIoth Christianity 

You have seen the picture of Gand¬ 
hi, the leader of millions in India— 
that emaciated, sickly-looking man in 
his loin-cloth squatting on the ground 
in his customary pose. In his attitude 
towards Christianity he is a symbol 
of millions in the world. He has plen¬ 
ty of well-dressea brothers even in so- 
! called Christian lands. 

Gandhi, we understand, appreci- 
ates the fruits of Christianity in so- 
cial uplift, economic betterment and 
higher standards of living, but with 
what makes these possible he has 
little sympathy. For the Gospel that 
offers a personal salvation through 
Christ he seems to have little use. 

Many are the folks who want the 
fruits of Christianity but are hostile 
to the seed that grows the fruit. They 
expect a heavy yield of good wheat 
where only chaff has been sown. 
From hearts that are closed to Christ 
but an open playground for every 
selfish motive they look for a better 
society to spring. Disappointed in this 
they merely pass the blame on to 
God’s people: “Why has Christianity 
and the Church failed us?” 

Many of these consider themselves 
Christians. They have churches. They 
preach a gospel—but a social gospel 
shorn of the power of a resurrected 
Christ who is mighty to save, to sanc- 
tify and to keep. It is only a loin-cloth 
Christianity, with enough of Chris¬ 
tian terminology and usages to ap- 
pear respectable, but squatting in the 
spiritual squalor of materialism. In 
spite of the splendor of philisophical 
speculations it is a terribly emaciated 
weakling to tackle the colossal prob¬ 
lems of today. Against these, only a 
Christianity virile through a vital 
faith in the living Saviour and mighty 
through the putting on of the whole 
armor of God, can stand and conquer. 

Is yours such a Christianity or is it 
only a loin-cloth Christianity? If the 
latter, you had better go back with 
Thomas for an experience of the 
grace and power of the Risen Christ.

Den tiende Januar dette aar døde 
pastor A. J. Gubberud'i troen paa sin 
Frelser:—69 aar gammel. Han bet¬ 
jente prestekald i Moose Jaw, Sask. 
1918-22; Atwater, Sask., 1922-28; og 
sist i Buchanan, Sask., 1928-46. 24 
aar i Yorkton paa hans grav. 

Jeg skal ikke hefte mig ved al- 
mindelig statestik som dere kan finde 
nok av i andre blader; men prøve at 
holde mig til det sentrale i pastor 
Gubberuds karakter. 

Han var en opbyggelig Luthersk 
predikant av den gamlé skole. Hans 
stil lignet meget paa biskop Laake. 
Det ene Skriftsted fulgte det andet 
saa nøie at det var skjeldent at han 
fik bruk av nogen av sine egne set¬ 
ninger. 

Ved kredsmøtet i Dahlton, Sask., 
høsten 1940 holdt han en inlednings 
preken som har sat merker efter sig. 
det var om “Vintraaet og grenene.” 
(Joh. 15: 1-8). 

Med freidigt mot stod han op og 
leste teksten, saa sløifet han sin ind- 
ledning og tog fat paa sit første 
punkt: “Vintraaet og grenene i den 
gamle pagt.” Ved at sitere fra de 
poetiske bøker tegnet han at skjønt 
billede; fra træt om vaaren som beg- 
yndte med knop og blomstrer, til det 
endte med moden frugt. Alle grenene 
var inpodet; og Faderen renset 
David, Jonas, og mange andre for at 
de skulde bære mere frugt. Endog 
naar Faderen forkastet Saul, saa var 
det i overenstemmelse med Hans 
store kjærlighed. “Kjerligheden 
baaren ikke nid.” I Cor. 13:4. (Efter 
den gamle Norske oversettelse). 

Saa tog predikanten fat paa sit an¬ 
det punkt: “Vintraaet i den nye 
pagt.” Til at begynde med saa det ut 
til at vintraaet hadde næsten ingen 
grene; men lidt om sen blev den ene 
gren efter den anden indpodet i vin¬ 
traaet, og det vokste saa stort at en 
fandt grene og frugt i alle land. 
Mange flere kunde ha blidt indpodet 
i vintraaet men de vilde ikke. Der var 
sorg i Jesu hjerte naar han sagde til 
Judas: “Foraader du meneske sønn 
en med et kyss?” 

Saa kom pastor Gubberud til klim¬ 
aksen i sin prediken: “Vintraaet og 
grenene i den triumferende kirke.

Hvad var 
det som stod paa? Han hadde nettop 
(begravet sin egen datter ute i British 
Columbia. Hans hjerte var frémdeles 
ømt, og med ett kom det i bevaagelse 
som et oprørt hav.

En dag for adskillige aar siden da 
jeg gikk gjennem hovedbygningen 
ved Concordia College var jeg meget 
motfallen.

On going to the airport 
he found all planes grounded because 
of the fog, but when the aviation of- 
ficials heard his stofy the airship 
took off immediately. Upon reaehing 
New York he looked up a Pastor he 
knew, the minister of the Central 
Lutheran Church. They had a prayer 
session and communion before the 
boy had the operation. 

About two weeks later the ban- 
danges were removed and the young 
man could see! While the bandages 
were being removed the Pastor read 
.from Luke 18:35-43—“And it came 
to pass, as he drew nigh unto Jericho, 
a certain blind man sat by the way- 
side begging; and hearing a multi- 
tude going by, he inquired what this 
meant. And they told him, that Jesus ' 
of Nazareth passeth by. And he cried | 
saying, Jesus, thou son of David have 1 
mercy upon me. And they that went 
before rebuked him, that he should 
hold his peace but he cried out the 
more a great deal, Thou son of David, 
have mercy on me. And Jesus stood 
and commanded that he be brought J 
unto him: and when he was come 
near, he asked him, What wilt thou 
that I should do unto thee, And he 
said, Lord, that I may receive my 
sight. And Jesus said unto him, Re¬ 
ceive thy sight: thy faith hath made 
thee whole. And immediately he re¬ 
ceived his sight, and followed him, 
glorifying God: and all the people, 
when they saw it, gave praise unto 
God.” 

The young man said he now want- 
ed to go into the ministry and bring 
the Gospel to blind people. He felt 
that since he was onee blind, he was 
in a good position to talk to the blind.

Why not let Jesus 
heal you now from your spiritual 
blindness. He can take the darkness 
of sin away from you, if you will only 
have faith and believe on Him.
